The Daily Standard. 


Our Ottawa correspondent has told us 
in his letter, published on Wednesday 
morning, that Archdeacon McLean, of 
Manitoba, while engaged in the laudable 
work ‘of raising contribations in aid of 


the éndowment_of, a college at Fort) Yi 


Garry, ‘started ‘‘a new political ides,” 
which had given rise to considerable dis- 
cassion in Qanadian political circles. It 
‘fs generally -accepted as a truism that 
that there is nothing new under the sun, 


nor do we feel disposed to give Arch- 
deacon McLean all the credit as the ori- 
inafor of the “idea” to convert the 
inion of Canada into a kingdom, 
with one of Queen Victoria’s numerous 
progepy upon the throne as the heredi- 
tary raler of the Canadian people. This 
subject has frequently been mooted in 
Canada, but it has never been received 
with that spirit of enthusiasm by the 
mass of the people that would justify 
avy definite action tending toward the 
accomplishment of such a design. We 
doubt not there are among the leading 
statesmen of the Domivion those who 
would.give countenance and support to 
soch a scheme—who aspire to higher 
bonors than are to be gained in the field 
of colonial statesmanship—were the 
obabilities of such a change in the re- 
ationship of Canada to the mother! 
country sufficiently strong to warrant 
them io taking the risk of an open avowal 
of their sentiments, Nor is it at all on- 
likely that the Imperia! authorities, in- 
cluding Her Majesty the Queen, have 
turned the matter over in their minds, 
of converting Canada and the An:- 
tralias into kingdoms, with a 
view to making such a provision 
for the several ‘sons of the Qucen as 
would become their rank and dignity, 
and at the same time secure in their 
persons and governments strong and 
faithfal aliies of the British Crown, 
should occasion ever require their assist- 
ance. However agreeable such an ar- 
rangement might be to the Imperial 
sutborities, we have our doubts as to its 
success should the attempt. ever be 
seriously made in Canada. We might 
give many reasons for so thinking. «. In 
the first place, uotwithstanding their un- 
doubted loyalty to the British Crown, 
the great bulk of the Canadien people 
are toa very large extent imbued. with 
republican ideas and sympathies, which 
require but the proper time and occasion 
to call them from a state of inert passiv- 
ity to that degree of active exercise 
which might possibly result in a thorough 
change ia the political fabric upon whieh 
the Dominion rests. ‘A second reason ie 
the proaimity of the Dominion to tbe 
American Repablic. Even if the Cana- 
dians were disposed to eet up a kingdom 
on their own account, would not all the 
influence that money and intrigue could 
bring to bear to corrupt her statesmen 
and wean her people from their allegiance, 
be secresly employed by the Government 
of-the United States, as it did but too 
successfully in the case of the Mexican 
empire-ander Maxiwillian? In the face 
of Repablican example set by our Ame- 
rican neighburs, of holding forth the 
highest offices of honor and emolument 
in the State to the citizens thereof, the 
exercise and enjoyment of which require 
but the confidence of their fellow citizens 
in their gbility to discharge their duties 
aright, it will be no -easy matter to per- 
suade Canadians that their interests 
would be better served by a King, hold- 
ing his commission, not by the will of 
the people, bat by “divine right,” and 
serroanded by a titled aristocracy con- 
stitating 80 many hereditary ralers, simi- 
lar. to the Lords in England, than they 
would be by citizens of their own choos- 
ing, and who would be responsible to 
them for the faithful and efficient pe: 
formance of the duties confided to them. 
A kingdom necessarily implies a long 
list of titled nobility of various grades, 
with large entailed estates which cannot 
be alienated, but mast descend, as fn 
England, from father to son io perpetu'ty; 
aod such a class of persons, in whose 
is concentrated vast possessions 
end accomulated wealth, necessarily im- 
plies a large dependent population, by 
whose labour the wants of nobility are 
supplied, and by whose strong arms the 
battles of the kingdom must be fonght 
and its dignity aud prestige be upheld. 
To oar mind, Canadian soil is ill--adapted 
for the propagation and maintenance of 
such a system. The principles of “liberty, 
fraternity, equality,” are too deeply im- 
planted in the Canadian mind to tolerate 
any such system, and while they would 
doubtless rejoice to receive the Marquis 
of Lorne, with his royal bride, as their 
fature Governor General and accredited 
representative of their honored Qicen, 
any attempt to set upo King in their 
midst would be respectfully but firmly re- 
sisted. Canadian independence is a sub- 
ject freely discussed on both sides of the 
“Atlantic, and no doubt the grand scheme 
of Confederation is a preparatory step in 
that direction, but come that event when 
it may, it will find the people of the Do- 
minion too well schooled in constitutional 
republican principles ever to confide their 
liberties to any crowned head, did be 
eveu possess the wisdom of a Solomen.
